There  la  no  doubt  u  perfect  uuderBtand- 
•■I  between  the  Orange  Water  Company, 
the  Montclair  Water  Company,  the 
tha  East  Jersey  Water  Company,  lilootn- 
leld  does  not  offer  a  sufficiently  profit¬ 
able  field  for  these  corporations  to  fall 
out  over.  There  is  practically  no  choice 
between  the  three.  The  people  are  uot 
likely  to  get  much  cheaper  water  from 
one  than  the  other-.

Edward  B.  Wljde  and  E.  A.  Bayuer 
make  that  assertion.  Both  these  men 
are  lawyers,  and  are  familiar  with  con- 
hruift  terms  and  technic  Atltt  Si.  Their 
opinion  la  of  valoe  to  tbe  township  aad 
Id  be  utilized.  Tbe  tocuUpaA- 
clais  should  at  ones  institute  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  collect  the  claim.  Perhaps 
some  people  in  the  town  would  fear  to 
trust  the  present  officials  to  prosecute 
such  a  claim.  Any  danger  that  tbe  town 
would  be  acting  under  “  at  least  mis¬ 
taken  advice  "•  can  bo  obviated  by  tbe 
retention  of  Messrs.  Wilde  and  Bayner 
to  prosecute  the  suit.

Tbe  by-laws,  or  other  proper  docu¬ 
ments,  to  contain  substantially  the  fol¬ 
lowing  clause#  aad  conditions.'

Thgt  electric  light  service  shall  extend 
over  the  towushlp,  but  only  to  be  us«d 
by  and  paid  for  by  the  town  In  such  dis¬ 
tricts  ao  tbe  Town  Committee  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct.
